There is a rather firm belief in in- 
formed quarters that Herbert Hoover may 
be exactly right, in his economic analysis, 
but few people will pay any attention to 
him because of his record for being wrong. 

But, there goes on a very definite cam- 
paign along the lines he scouted, without 
laying anything on the line. That was the 
real weakness of his speech. 

It is a program which was presented 
some months ago to a Senate Committee 
by Atlanta’s Richard W. Courts, and 
which has won over such diverse think- 
ers as Senators Claude Pepper and Walter 
F. George and economists of at least two 
of the major unions of the country, to 
name but a few. 

It is a program based on the premise 
that what is good for the common man, 
so-called, is good for the country and that 
if the common man is to have more hos- 
pitals; more pensions, more medical care, 
more jobs and better wages there must be 
more business to create more jobs and 
more risk, or venture, capital to initiate 
experiments and increase production. 

Mr. Courts says the tax plans now 
proposed by the more left-wing of the 
economists and planners will not hurt the 
really rich man. He has quit and is living 
on accumulated wealth. He is not in- 
terested in making more money, but in 
making less. He has nothing left after 
taxes to put into industry and if he did 
he would be foolish to take the risks with 
no return. Says Mr. Courts:

We Can't Quarrel With 


Some years ago we wrote here that 
unless a positive start was made toward 
obeying our own laws establishing sepa- 
rate but equal schools, a suit would be 
filed in Federal court requiring us to obey 
the laws written and enacted by our own 
legislators. 

We wrote also that the thoughtful peo- 
ple, the leaders of civic and church and 
educational affairs, ought to see the in-

cur counties. 

The article concluded with these words: 
“When the suits are filed, let us have the 
grace not to become angry about them, 
because the laws are our laws, and no 


Negro had any part in preparing them or 
enacting them. They are our creation and 
we cannot in honesty object to someone 
demanding we carry out the law.” 


A suit has been filed in Irwin County. 

It points out the law requiring sepa- 
rate but equal school facilities and 
charges, among other things: 

1. That the county operates seven mod- 
ern white schools and 17 antiquated Negro 
schools. Of the Negro schools 11 are one- 
teacher schools; three are two-teacher 
schools; five are located in Negro churches, 
and others are located in Negro lodge 
halls. 

2. That white schools have auditori- 
ums, cafeterias and other facilities to im- 
prove the quality of education. Negro 
schools have none of these. 

3. That the value of the white schools 


and their equipment is $344,723. The Ne- 


gro schools are estimated to be worth $13,- 


with nothing but the determination to

4. That library funds for white chil- 
dren average $6 per year and 40 cents 
per year for Negroes.

We don’t believe Georgians want to 
discriminate in the separate school sys- 
tems.

Time is what we need, 
and such a start, honestly made, will gain 
time. It all goes to show it is cheaper to 
do the right thing. Had we done so from 
the start—as we should have—there would 
now be no issue or great cost.

New Converts Make Him Suspicious 


WASHINGTON—lIt almost makes one suspicious of the upward trend of economic events to see 
some of the people who have joined the ranks of the optimists and are now proclaiming orfly good 


times ahead. 


What is disconcerting about it is that these new converts are, for the most part, the 


same ones who have been shouting so loudly during the past four years about the “boom and bust” 


that was to come and didn’t. 

Boom was a later addition to the phrase. In 
the beginning they talked only of a “bust,” which 
was predicted for the years immediately following 
the war. First, we were to have some 8,000,000 
unemployed in 1946. Instead we developed a 
great postwar boom. Then the pessimists began 
taiking about the boom bursting in 1947. When 
it failed to materialize then the date was moved 
up to 1948 and finally to 1949. 


While all of these pessimistic mouthings 
were going on the country moved ahead to 
the greatest period of prosperity in ou. history. 
Rather than the 8.000,000 unemployed that was 
predicted, we reached a goal of 60,000,000 em- 
ployed, with national income and corporate 
profits running at all-time highs. 


At the beginning of the present year, when 
the first signs of the long awaited price readjust- 
ment began to appear, the calamity howlers 
dusted off the old refrain and started at it again. 
They really did some screaming when the em- 
ployment rolls started skidding slightly from the 
unprecedented peaks of last year. 

The cry went up that “the Truman Depres- 
sion” was on. It was enough to throw a scare 
into the stock market, which underwent a series 
of violent declines, and it frightened the business 
interests of the country into a marked reduction 
of inventories. 

But all of the gloomy talk was to no avail. We 
refused to allow ourselves to be talked into a de 
pression. Business went along at a healthy pace, 
despite the fear propaganda that was planted, 
and individual income, which is the real yard- 
stick of national prosperity, actually went ahead 
of last year’s all-time high figures. 

Here of late the good news has ®een so strong 


that some of the worst offenders in the old calam- 
ity howling crowd have come around to admitting 
that business is now definitely on the upgrade 
with no sign of that much touted depression in 
sight. 


When that crowd starts shouting prosperity 
it is time for some of the rest of us to get wor- 
ried, maybe. The country has done pretty 
well during the years they have be.n preach- 
ing depression. Now that these pessimists have 
joined the ranks of the optimists, perhaps we 
had better be on our guard. Their record of 
being right is against them. 


An example of the change of heart that has 
come over some of the former pessimists is found 
in a new appraisal of the business outlook con- 
tained in the current issue of the United States 
News & World Report, business man’s publica- 
tion. It was only a few months ago that its 
editor was proclaiming to the country that the 
“Truman depression” was upon us. Here is the 
new timetable of economic trends as the magazine 
now sees it: 

“For months just ahead, a drift at around 
present levels of activity. 

“Later in 1949, some pickup in activity, due 
to inventory rebuilding. 

“In first half, 1950, a definite rise, with 
trade brisk, output higher. 

“Summer of 1950 maybe to see some season- 
able slump. 

“By 1951, barring trouble abroad, business 
activity to be back around the 1948 highs, reflect- 
ing expansion in the private use of credit.” 

It is to be noted that there is no room for 
depression in a business appraisal of this kind. 
Coming from the source it does, it may be taken 
as the essence of optimism.

Chiang is all that has been said of him, but it must always be 
remembered to his credit he did double-cross the Communists and 
drive themi back, temporarily, and he did turn to the West as his 
one source of aid. That was our opportunity and our policy de- 
veloped with it, rising and falling, as it had to do, with Chiang 
himself.

Logic slick, streamlined argument, can make it look bad. But, 
all the time this was a policy tied to one man and the only way we 
could have at any time changed it or speeded it was to send our 
own army and build a pipeline of ships and planes to supply 
it and support it in that vast territory.

most powerful political party. De la Torre is 
easily the most popular figure in Peru and a con- 
stant threat to any government, so the military 
masterminds of Odria’s cabinet sought to liqui- 
date him in the quickest possible manner, i. e., 
by a fair trial and a firing squad. 

But De la Torre got word of their plans and 
escaped—or thought he did—into the Colombian 
Embassy on Jan. 4. 

The Odria junta was not so easily to be de- 
nied. It refused the Colombian Ambassador's re- 
quest for De la Torre’s safe conduct out of the 
country and threw a guard around the Colombian 
Embassy like something out of a Cecil B. De Mille 
epic. 

This has been going on for nearly eight 
months now while the two governments have 
beep exchanging official notes and unofficial 
deprecations. Not only has De la Torre run up 
quite a board bill, but the Colombian Ambassa- 
dor is harassed by the dozen or so secret service 
men who have been stationed, with high-powered 
field glasses, at vantage points about the neigh- 
borhood. 

“My wife doesn’t even have any privacy when 
she goes to the bathroom,” he complained at a 
diplomatic party recently. 

A lot of government officials are now confi- 
dentially telling their friends that the whole 
thing was a mistake, that Odria is looking for 
some face-saving way out of it. Whether this is 
because he finally realizes that he is doing more 
than anyone else to build up De la Torre, or 
whether, as conditions get worse in Peru, Odria 
is beginning to worry about the possibility of 
needing asylum himself, the General only knows,

and walked beneath these trees, and swam and fished in this river and lived and died on this land. 


“I don’t remember much about him,” I said. 


He was an old man when I knew him, with a 
big bushy gray beard and a head of black hair 
that was speckled with gray but not as gray as 
his beard. He would sit on the porch smoking 
his pipe, and he would say something to me 
‘ that sounded as if it came out of a book, and 
he would ask me where that came frori and I 
wouldn’t know. 


Then he would tap impatiently on the 
floor with his cane and tell me it came 
from Josephus. “It’s truth,” he would say, 
“undeniable and irrefutable,” and I would 
say “Yes, sir,” and he would quote some- 
thing else, maybe from the Bible, and ask 
me about that, and I wouldn’t know. He 
talked a lot about the Bible, and to me he 
was just an old man who sat there in the 
sun, thinking about solemn things.

We walked the path by the river and the 
river made a great bend beneath a high bank 
and below the bank there was a smooth flat 
rock, My father stopped and looked at the red 
rolling river and the spot where no feet but ours 
had marked the grass. it seemed, for years.

He hired 
himself a small office,- bought a library of half 
a dozen books about taxes, tariffs and the like 
and milked gullible big corporations of a thou- 
sand bucks a year for his “reports.” He kept all 
sorts of basinessmen stirred up, for handsome 
fees. about what Congress might do to them. He 
reported how he had just seen “old Jim” or “old 
Joe” or “old Tim”—statesmen to you. This 
racket netted him a bank roll in six figures in a 
few years. 


More recently we have seen the “influ- 
ence” business of bright and engaging fel- 
lows, once insiders in the New Deal regime, 
who went into what is called “the practice 
of law” and could get you in to see the 
right people and get your troubles fixed 
up. Usually they could. Furthermore, they 
did. for a fancy price. They are still op- 


erating. 


All of the types mentioned are always with 
us. They are exposed from time to time. Then 
they lay low for a while, go “underground.” 
Regulations are made in Government depart- 
ments and agencies to stop theif activities. But 
they always turn up again. The reeent war, and 
now the “cold war,” offer lots of suckers. So 
again we have a juicy, sensational story. 

Inherent in all this, keeping it alive, is the 
mystery that’s thrown around government which 
this breed, of course, magnifies. Government 


these days is so tremendous that you don’t know 
where all the pieces are all the time when you 
live with it daily. 


The smaller businessman is rather help- 
less, is innocent, and is gullible where gov- 
ernment is concerned. A fellow in the know 
is a tempting lure. It makes a businessman 
quite a guy with his friends to have a ‘rep- 
resentative” or an “agent” here whom he 
can call long distance and who fills him in 
on stories about big shots in Washington 
that he can nonchalantly pass on, wisely, at 
the golf club. 


Minor government officials are gullible in 
their way, too, so that when somebody who's 
supposed to have influence at the White House 
comes in to get something done, or intervene 
for a friend as in the case of Harry Vaughan, 
why they sit up and take notice. They've got 
to protect their jobs, too. 


What we'd like to see around here, too, is an 
investigation of the really big operators, the quiet 
fellows you never hear about except perhaps in 
the society columns, who don’t boast about it 
but do know the right people in Congress and 
really influence government policy. 


Such as, -for instance, in the bill passed by the 
House a few days ago to exempt so-called inde- 
pendent natural-gas producers who sell in inter- 
state commerce from Federal Power Commission 
regulation from which a few big oil companies, 
which own the bulk of natural-gas reserves, will 
‘profit handsomely at the expense ef the con- 
sumer.
